litically and commercially in this coun- 
try, lies in the fact that "the people 
are willing to stand back and take 
no actix-e part in the Work of running 
the country. Were every citizen to 
take care of his part of the work, there 
would be little cause for complaint 
along these lines. 


"We know that taxes increase," he 


said; "that public work is poorly done, 
that men and women fill position with- 
out regard for their capabilities for 
such positions, and we go on about our 
affairs as though the public business is 
nobody's business' 
Honesty is as 


necessarj in the proper Vonduct of the 
affairs of a great public corporation as 
it Is in the conduct of any other busi- 
ness. The public should take aa great 
care in selecting those who are to ad- 
m'nister its affairs aa a business 
man takes 'n selecting his employes. 


"The punishment of the public offi- 


cer guilt} of malfeasance in office is 
most salutary, but greater cafe In the 
selection of candidates for office, and 
a more widespread activity in public 
affairs on the part of lawyer and lay- 
man is the only cute. Good citizenship 
1ft not portrayed by a desire to punish 
the wrongdoer alone, but also by the 
willingness to take part in the, »*fd'rB 
of the people, to do one's share in solv- 
ing the problems that ari*e dally and 
to aid in bringing- about a clean, moral 
and upright administration of public 
office. Criticism without suggestion is 
more harmful than helpful. Our own 
Indifference is more to blame than 
any other one thlrxg for existing con- 
ditions, and our own co-operation .Is 
the only mean* of correcting them." '

HISTORY OF SOUTH" 


AFRICA WAR COSTLY 


LONDON, July 2.—Perhaps the..cost- 


liest book of its size (apart from an- 
cient and rare volumes) is the official 
History- of the South Af^i_an Warf the; 
final volume whereof has just^bcen 
published. The four volumes . contain, 
i.«03 pages, and the total cost of pro- 
ducing the* work 
was $170,000. Eight 


years' work for many hands is repre- 
sented in the four volumes; the first 
volume appeared in ^906, and the sec- 
ond the following yea>. but after vol- 
ume 3 was published in 1908, nothing 
came out until this present month of 
June, 1910. To obtain fullness and ab- 
solute accuracy of detail, tons of docu- 
ments have been examined and ar- 
ranged. 
They Included official dis- 


patches, officer's private letters, news- 
paper reports, and even the letters 


written 'lome by T«fnmy Atktan. Not

This youth was destined to become 
the great cavalry leader of the Revolution, the Light Horse 
Barry Lee of history, the statesman, whose oration at the fu- 
neral of Washington never will be forgotten because of his 
characterisation of the Father of the Country as First in War, 
Fii'^t in Peace and First in the Hearts of His Countrymen, and 
he Mas debtinod, too, to furnish one of the strangest contrasts 
in American life.
